Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the above rejection and has not 
found them to be persuasive. 

With respect to claims 1 and 3, Applicant remarks that 'a pad voltage' and 'a 
predetermined value' are two distinct quantities that are not necessarily identical. As can be seen 
in FIG. 2 of Bingham that a differential comparator 36 compares a first input 24 (coupled to a 
terminal 14) to a second input 26." Firstly, the claim provides no requirement that the "pad 
voltage" and the "predetermined value" be "distinct". Secondly, although the purpose of a 
comparator is to comparator is to compare the input voltages applied thereto, it is well known 
that an amplifier includes some inherent offset voltage between the inputs. The difference 
between the voltages in conjunction with the "offset voltage" can reasonably be considered to be 
a "predetermined value". 

With respect to claims 5 and 6, Applicant remarks "If substitutions are made as suggested 
by the Office Action, claim 5 would recite 'providing V- to a gate of [the p- channel MOS 
transistor 48] in response to the turn off of (the n-channel MOS transistor 72) to couple Vpad to 
V-.'" This statement is not understood. Nowhere is there any substitution made in the rejection. 
The rejection clearly states that is would be reasons to consider V- (as is) to be "a bias voltage". 

Therefore, the rejections are hereby maintained.
